S.R.O. 836.—Ill exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section 
(1) of section 6 ol the Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 (XXII of 19341, the Central 
Government, being satisfied that It is in the interests of the public safety so to 
do, is pleased to order that for a period of two years from the date of this noti¬ 
fication no aircraft shall make any flight into, or over, any part of the territory of 
India (including territorial waters) which is within ten miles from the boundary 
of any of the Portuguese possessions in India save in accordance with the follow¬ 
ing c.oi.ditions which shall be observed by every person in charge of such air¬ 
craft 01 otherwise assisting in the flight thereof, namely;— 

(1) Every such aircraft shall, immediately upon entry into India, and 

without a prior landing elsewhere in India, be flown to and landed at 
the Bombay (Santa Cruz) or Ahmedabad Airport 

(2) The aircraft, after such landing, shall not take off unless the pilot has 

obtained a clearance certificate in writing from an officer duly 
authorised by the Central Government in this behalf.
